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Arrested Protesters’ Whereabouts Still Unknown

Prison and judicial officials on 
Tuesday continued to conceal the 
whereabouts of 23 people who were 
arrested during protests by striking 
garment workers in Phnom Penh last 
week, rights workers and a defense 
lawyer said. 

Ten people, including union 
leaders and political activists, were 
arrested by soldiers on Thursday. A 
further 13 were arrested by military 
police on Friday during the suppression 
of a protest that saw five striking 
workers shot dead. 

Am Sam Ath, senior investigator 
with rights group Licadho, said the 
family and lawyers of those detained 
were stilt being refused their requests 
for any information, 

“Up to today, we have had no 
information about their whereabouts,” 
Mr. Sam Ath said. “All of our defense 
lawyers — and the relatives — have also 
confirmed that they still are not aware 


of the whereabouts of the clients.” 

“There are still rumors circulating 
that they are being held at CC3 or 
CC4,” Mr. Sam Ath added, referring 
to correctional centers 3 and 4 — large 
prisons located in the provinces of 
Pursat and Kompong Cham respec- 
tively. 

“Our staff will go down to the 
prison in Kompong Cham province 
[CC3] tomorrow to check.” 

Choung Choungy, defense lawyer 
for six of the arrested, said he would 
submit a request for bail on behalf of 
his clients at the Phnom Penh 
Municipal Court today but was also 
being kept in the dark about his clients’ 
location. 

Chan Soveth, senior investigator 
with local rights group Adhoc, said 
that he too believed the 23 were being 
held at the notorious Kompong Cham 
prison.

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Over the years, Lowell has become a 
hub for Cambodian-owned businesses in 
the United States, but surprisingly, the city 
has never had a Cambodian-owned inde- 
pendent pharmacy. But that all changed 
on December 28th, as the City of Lowell 
celebrated the grand opening of K- 
Pharmacy on Westford St. Mayor 
Patrick Murphy, City Councilor 
Vesna Nuon, and a crowd of about 50 
community members were in atten- 
dance for the celebration, which 
included a ceremonial ribbon-cutting 
and remarks from the officials gathered 
there. 


The recent trend in Lowell and other 
cities has been a decline in independent 
pharmacies as national chains have taken 
on an even bigger share of the market. K- 
Pharmacy’s status as a locally owned business 
reverses a trend. The Westford St location 
is convenient for many residents of the 
Lower Highlands, including Murphy who 
noted it was a convenient walk for him. 
The full-service pharmacy also sells many 
food, drink, and household items. 

With over 10 years of experience in 
retail pharmacy and English and Khmer 
speaking staff, K Pharmacy is the largest 
Khmer pharmacy in Lowell. K Pharmacy 
is located at 280 Westford St in Lowell and 
is open 7 days a week.

Fifty years ago people in 
Lowell knew little about 
Southeast Asia but then young 
men from here were drafted 
and sent to Fight in Vietnam. 
Some of them died there. 
Arcand Drive, which runs 
from Lowell City Hall to the 
Tsongas Arena, is named for PFC Donald 
Arcand who died at age 20 when his Army 
helicopter was shot down on September 1, 
1965. Gallery Park, which lies between 
Stevens and Wilder Streets in the 
Highlands, is named for William T 
Gallery who was killed by hostile Fire on 
February 22, 1966. He was 21. 

When America's involvement in the 
Vietnam War ended in the 1970s, people 
in Lowell assumed that the only tuture 
connection between the city and Southeast 
Asia would be the local monuments and 
plaques erected in memory of those who 
died there. No one imagined how wrong 
that assumption would prove to be. 

The first refugees from Southeast 
Asia arrived in Lowell in the late 1970s. 
They were mostly from Vietnam but some 
were from Laos and Cambodia. A 1980 
census found fewer than 100 people from 
Southeast Asia living in Lowell. That early 
group was resourceful, however, and 
quickly established small businesses, 
community support organizations, a temple 
and the other things needed to create a 
thriving immigrant community. Over the 
yeais, a small but steady stream of Cambodians 
and Laotians came to Lowell. 


residents of Lowell 

number was as high as 30,000. While 
there were plenty of jobs, such a large 
number of new residents arriving in such a 
short time created strains on people and 
resources, especially rental housing. But 
the greatest impact was on the Lowell 
public schools which struggled to find 
space and bilingual teachers for the dozens 
of new students who were enrolling each 
week. 

In early 1987, the state department of 
education granted an emergency waiver 
that allowed Lowell to place 160 bilingual 
students, both Hispanic and Asian, in rented 
rooms at the YMCA and the Boys Club on 
the condition that the city would bring 
those students into regular facilities at the 
beginning of the new school year. The state 
also demanded that the city implement a 
central enrollment system that would 
begin to address the racial segregation that 
had arisen in the Lowell school system. 

The school committee refused to 
adopt such a plan and so a group of parents, 
mostly Hispanic but with the support of 
many Southeast Asians and the U.S. 
Department of Justice, Filed a lawsuit 
against the city in federal court. 

While that lawsuit was pending, the 
people of Lowell in the fall of 1987 elected 
several new school committee members. 
Almost immediately, relations between 
the minority parents and the public school 
system began to improve. After countless 
hours of negotiations, the lawsuit was settled 
and the city adopted a central enrollment 
system that would desegregate the 
schools. As a result of this plan being 
adopted, Lowell moved to the top of the 
state's school building assistance program 


In 1986, however, that stream became and by the early 1990s, more than a dozen 
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this state's economy booming while the 
rest of the country suffered from high 
unemployment and economic stagnation. 
Southeast Asian refugees who had settled 
in other parts of America were soon moving 
to Lowell, attracted by plentiful jobs and 
the already vibrant Cambodian community 
in the city. 

By 1987, conservative estimates held 
that Lowell's residents included 3,000 
people from Laos and more than 18,000 
from Cambodia. Later estimates said that 
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state paying 90% of the cost. 

Today, Cambodian people are an 
integral part of the Lowell community and 
for many, the events of 1987 seem like 
ancient history. But it is important to 
understand that things might have ended 
differently if many people of good will 
from all groups had not come together and 
struggled for outcomes that were in the 
best interest of all residents of Lowell. It 
is a lesson worth remembering today. 
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extrapolated school enrollment data. 
As the result, Lowell has a large pro- 
portion (20.2%) of Asians compared 
to only 5.3% statewide and also has a 
high proportion (14.8%) of Asian- 
owned business versus 4,5% statewide 
(Census 2010). 

There are at least 200 Cambodian 
American businesses of all sizes and 
kinds most of which are concentrated 
in the Cambodia Town. Cambodian 
restaurants are ubiquitous; each offers 
a variety of authentic ethnic dishes, 
and it also tends to have its signature 
dish based on customer preference. 
For example, customers usually like a 
sour beef stew (Sami or Machu Sach 
Koa) at Red Rose restaurant or roasted

You can buy necklace with lucky 
charmed pendant or bracelet with 
artistic design or earrings of Angkorian 
style or contemporary Cambodian 
fashion. During summer weekends, 
you can see traditional wedding 
receptions at Cambodian restaurants 
with bride and groom wearing a set of 
dazzling jewelries; wedding crown, 
costumes, and changing each set 
every hour throughout the evening. 
Traditional wedding is customarily 
organized in two parts; the first part 
isorganized in a morning at a bride's 
home with invited monks chanting 
blessings for a couple. The reception 
is generally held in the evening with

involves monks chanting blessing. 
Three Buddhist temples offer reli- 
gious services in Lowell; one temple, 
known as Glory Buddhist temple, is 
located in the Cambodia Town off 
Chelmsford Street while two others, 
Trairatanaram and Khmer Lowell 
Temple, are in neighboring communi- 
ty. There are score of other cultural 
entities that make Lowell Cambodia 
Town culturally vibrant. Cambodian 
Mutual Assistance Association pro- 
vides culturally appropriate social 
services; Metta Health Clinic of 
Lowell Community Health Center 
provides culturally competent health- 
care services; Angkor Dance Troup 
and Tep Niyum Musical offer classi- 
cal and folk dances for various occa- 
sions etc. 

In sum, Cambodia Town offers 
great opportunities for tourists to

Religion plays important roles in 
most Cambodian American life. From 
birth to death, Cambodians involve 
Buddhism one way or another. Buddhist 
monks are, for example, invited to 
chant blessing for a newborn although 
this practice is rare nowadays. There 
are usually Buddhist ceremonies 
throughout a year: Phjum Ben, New 
Year, funeral etc each of which

In 2010, the 
City of Lowell 
designated a Cam 
bodia Town in order 
to officially recognize 
the Lowell Cambo- 
dian American 
community's con- 
tribution over the past three decades 
to revitalizing the partially blighted 
lower highland neighborhood and to 
elevate interest in the area’s stores and 
restaurants, attract new businesses, 
bring in tourists, and increase civic 
pride. 

The designation was a timely 
response to the aspiration of the com- 
munity and businesses as reflected in 
their positive responses to a brief survey 
in early 2010 conducted by the 
Cambodian Mutual Assistance Association 
(CMAA) of the greater Lowell, In 
October 29, 2011, a Cambodia Town 
Committee, an organization of volun- 
teers, was set up with the support of 
the Cambodian community and busi- 
nesses; and the Committee works 
closely with the City and other com- 
munity based organizations to 
advance a vision of economically, cul- 
turally vibrant and prosperous 
Cambodia Town of Lowell. 

Lowell is home to the second 
largest Cambodian American commu- 
nity in the United States after Long 
Beach, California. According to 
Richard Howe, co-author of a book: 
Legendary locals of Lowell, Cambodian 
refugees were attracted in laige numbers 
to Lowell by relatively plentiful jobs 
in the mid 1980s and the already 
vibrant Cambodian community in the 
city. According to the 2010 US Census, 
Lowell has about 22,000 Cambodians; 
however, it is widely agreed that 
Cambodians in Lowell were seriously 
undercounted. Community leaders, 
who live and work for decades in the 
community, estimated that there are 
approximately 35-40,000 Cambodians 
about one third of the city population; 
the estimate is quite consistent with

CC3 director Kea Sovanna 
refused to confirm or deny on 
Monday that the prisoners were 
there, but could not be reached 
Tuesday. 

Sok Sam Oeun, director of the 
Cambodian Defenders Project, a 
legal aid NGO, said that he had not 
seen a similar case in Cambodia 
since the U.N. supervised elections 
here in 1993. 

“This is the kind of problem 
that happened during the 1980s 
quite often, and so perhaps this 
means we have gone back to that 
period,” Mr. Sam Oeun said. 

“[Now] sometimes they do not 
allow the prisoners to contact their 
lawyer or family member, but even 
then they would still not hide from 
people where they were held.”

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Lowell politics in 2013

The 2014 political year in Lowell 
started with the shocking announcement 
by City Manager Bemie Lynch that he 
would resign his office on March 10, 
2014. The city council will now begin 
the task of selecting his replacement. 
Although the City Manager's resignation 
occurred in 2014, it was events in 
2013 that laid the groundwork for his 
departure so let us now review some 
of the important political events in 
Lowell from the past year. 

In November, four new city 
councilors were elected. They are 
Dan Rourke, Jim Milinazzo, Bill 
Samaras and Corey Belanger. Those 
who arc leaving the council are 
Mayor Patrick Murphy who did not 
seek reelection and Marty Lorrey, 
Vesna Nuon and Joe Mendonea who 
all failed to win reelection. Returning 
to the council will be Rita Mercier, 
Rodney Elliott, Ed Kennedy, Bill 
Martin and John Leahy. (At the January 


6, 2014 Inauguration Ceremony, the 
new council selected Rodney Elliott 
to be Mayor for the next two years). 

A big issue in the city council 
election and throughout the community 
was violence and public safety. The 
police assured residents that statisti- 
cally there was less crime in 2013 
than there was in 2012, many resi- 
dents felt differently. Much of the 
violence involved shootings in the 
lower Highlands and Centralville but 
downtown also became the focus of 
the public safety debate as the city 
searched for ways to hold downtown 
bars accountable for the behavior of 
unruly customers. 

There were also leadership changes 
for the Lowell Public Schools. Steve 
Gendron, who served on the city 
council in the 1990s and on the planning 
board for the past few years, decided 
to run for school committee and won 
a seat. With just seven candidates for 
six seats there was only one who lost. 
That was Robert Gignac who had just 
finished his first term on the school 
committee. In other school news, Brian 
Martin, former city councilor, mayor, 
city manager, and Congressional district 
director, was hired as the new Lowell 
High School headmaster. 

There were other personal changes 
in the city and in nearby communities. 


Chief Financial Officer Tom Moses 
recently left Lowell when he was 
hired to be town manager in Hudson. 
He has not yet been replaced. Ken 
Laval lee retired as superintendent of 
police in March. He was immediately 
replaced on an interim basis by 
Deputy Superintendent Deborah 
Fieidl and in November, the city manager 
choose veteran captain Bill Taylor to 
be the new superintendent. 

The November city council election 
was not the only big election in 2013. 
In June, there was a special election to 
fill the U.S. Senate seat vacated when 
John Kerry (who once lived in 
Lowell) was named Secretary of 
State. That election was won by long- 
time Democratic Congressman Ed 
Markey who defeated Republican 
nominee Gabriel Gomez statewide 
and also in Lowell, 58% to 42%. 

Perhaps the best new in 2013 was 
the continued growth of UMass Lowell 
was a big story in 2013. There are new 
buildings such as the Health and Social 
Science Building and the new parking 
garage on South Campus and the University 
Crossing student center at Pawtucket 
and Merrimack Streets is going up 
quickly. UMass also received much 
national attention for the improving 
quality of its faculty and students 
which benefits the entire community

Lynch to resign 
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The new city council will not 
have to wait long for its first major 
decision. At the end of the January 
6th council meeting, the first of the 
new term, City Manager Bernard 
Lynch announced his intention to 
resign from his office effective March 
10th, 2014. Lynch, who was first 
hired in July 2006, had less than a 
year remaining on his contract and a 
major question mark of the new 
council was whether or not his deal 
would be extended. But Lynch had 
other plans, and in keeping with the 
terms of his contract, gave the council 
two months notice of his plans to exit 
375 Merrimack St. 

Lynch's 7 Vz year stint as manager 
makes him one of the longest serving 
city managers in Lowell's history. 
During his time in office, the city was 
able to drastically strengthen its 



financial well-being after facing large 
deficits and being placed on a 
Massachusetts Department of Revenue 
watch list during the previous admin- 
istration. Lynch also made efforts to 
reach out to the diverse communities 
of Lowell through board appoint- 
ments and supported various innovative 
municipal government reforms.
